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—The success of the U. S. pay- 
ments program has dried up 
liquidity in Europe and interest 
rates on dollars in Europe have 
soared. The conversion of more 
than $1 billion of European-held 
dollars into gold during the past 
12 months has contributed to the 


dry-up. 
Liquidity is an economic word 


that, in effect, means the amount 
of cash on hand to pay bills.

“The cost of the was was large- 
ly enhanced by the use of irre- 
deemable paper, the prices of 
arms, ammunition, and supplies 
having risen in consequence of 
currency inflation. The prices of 
commodities were relatively high- 
er during the suspension of specie 
payments than the premium on 
gold. Dealers sought to protect 
themselves in this way against 
loss by fluctuations in the value 
of the currency.” 

“The issuing of irredeemable 
paper is sometimes called a forced 
loan, but it has none of the cher- 
acteristics of a loan. A loan, evan 
when forced, implies an account-

ing and repayment to the lender. 
No such thing is promised or con- 
templated when such paper is is- 
sued, but merely that somebody 
shall be paid something at sorme 
time. Even this promise is not al- 
ways fulfilled.” 

“The value of greenbacks dur- 
ing the suspension of specie pay- 
ments was recorded during the 
business hours of each day by act- 
ual sales and purchases of gold on 
the New York Gold Exchange. In 
1864 Congress attempted to check 
the depreciation of the currency 
by closing the Gold Exchange and 
prohibiting sales of gold or for- 
eign exchange for future delivery.

“United States notes never be- 
came current in California until 
after the resumption of specie 
payments.

The Legisla- 
ture of the state passed an act 
known as the Specific Contract 
Law, by virtue of which contracts 
should be enforceable in any kind 
of money the parties should sti- 
pulate for. This law was upheld 
by the highest courts of the state 
and of the United States.” 

Supreme Court Rules 

“The Supreme Court of the 
United States has held that a con- 
tract between private perscns, if 
made specifically payable in coin, 
cannot be discharged with legal- 
tender notes. Also (December, 
1869), that the legal-tender act of 
1862 was unconstitutional so far 
as it applied to debts contracted 
before its passage. The last-men- 
tioned decision was reversed one 
year later (December, 1870). It 
was inferred from the language of 
the court in this decision that the 
power of Congress to make the 
notes of the United States legal] 
tender between individuals on pre- 
existing contracts was an incident 
of the war power. In March, 1884, 
the court held that Congress has 
power to make the notes of the 
United States legal tender in time 
of peace as well as_ in time of 
war.”

“One of the very first products 
produced by the Bureau, and cer- 
tainly among the unique, was 
fractiona] currency. These were 
the miniature notes issued by the 
Government in place of coins dur- 
ing the Civil War and for some 
10 years afterward. It can truly 
be said that they came into exist- 
ence by a ‘spin of the wheel of 
fortune.’ They were the replace- 
ments for postage notes which, in 
retrospect, were of doubtful legal 
origin.” 

“Hoarding of coins by the timor- 
ous and avaricious soon followed. 
A case in point was the instance 
where a house in New York -City 
collapsed from the weight of the 
coin cached there. Thousands of 
dollars in coin were secreted each 
day.” 

“Into this vacuum flowed pri- 
vately issued tokens and scrip.

It may be that every numisma- 
tic hobbyist has at times in his 
collecting felt the urge to adver- 
tise in a nationwide co.n publica- 
tion. This advertisement may be 
just a classified ad, or possibly 
a full page buy and sell advertise 
ment, but still the excitement and 
pleasure exists. The collector or 
investor may advertise for a 
number of reasons. He may be 
interested in making a profit on 
his investment, or possibly he 
wants to rearrange his collection 
by disposing of certain unwant- 
ed material. 

When a prospective advertiser 
considers the aspects of writing 
a coin advertisement, some ques- 
tions quickly enter his mind. Will 
I have to use a business name 
in order to sell my coins? How 
much will the ad cost? Should 
I run a classified or display ad? 
What part of the selling price 
of the coin will be spent on ad- 
vertising? What happens if the 
ad is unsuccessful? In the follow- 
ing paragraphs these problems of 
the advertiser will be discussed. 

Creating your first coin adver- 
tisement can be a rewarding and 
profitable experience. If the ac 
is to appear in the classified sec- 
tion, where the advertising is 
printed in small type, as in news- 
paper columns, and is arranged 
according to subject under such 
listings as: cents, nickels, mis- 
cellaneous, etc., work on mak- 


ing the ad that you submit as 
clear and as short as possible, = 


since you are charged in accord- 
ance with the number of words 
in the ad. It should be emphasiz- 
ed that-in writing classified ads 
the object is to use words care- 
fully and sparingly. For example, 
“T will sell’, could be shortened 
to, “Will sell”. If you use any 
grades of coins in your adver- 
tisement spell them out com- 
pletely. This adds to the clarity 
of your ad, but does not infringe 
upon your word rate. 

In a classified ad you are charg- 
ed for the number of words that 
are to appear. Certain letter or 
word combinations may offer you 
a problem in trying to compute 
the number of words. The follow- 
ing example should help you to 
better understand how to count

checks when material is out of 
stock, or completely sold out, 
that will influence your customers. 
All of these factors are taken in- 
to consideration by the prospec- 
tive buyer and he will almost al- 
ways select the dealer who has 
given him the fair and honest deal, 
the dealer who has shown him the 
greatest courtesy. You must al- 
ways consider the buyer as a 
person like yourself, who enjoys 
being treated courteously and 
serviced promptly. The personal 
touch of sending a Christmas or 
birthday card or a small gift when 
orders are out of stock can wir 
you or your business a lasting 
friend who might recommend you 
to his associates. Failure to com- 
ply with these simple procedures 
can have a detrimental effect on 
your chances of profitable sales. 

The problem of determining 
how large an ad to submit is 
one that is easily solved. The 
ad should be as large as the 
material you are selling. When 
describing coins in your adver- 
tisement, be careful not to over- 
describe common material, and 
do not hesitate to adequately de- 
scribe your scarce choice numis- 
matic material. 

It is important that you make 
your advertisement a well plan- 
ned honest effort that will bene- 
fit both you and the entire numis- 
matic spectrum. Never rely on 
the price of the numismatic arti- 
cle alone to sell your coins. In- 
clude a price that is fair, not 
necessarily low, but one that is 
an honest price. Make the price 
easily observable to the reader, 
as most ads are only skimmed 
by the prospective buyer. Re- 
member that many buyers pur- 
chase coins on an impulse. It 
is this impulse that you must 
try to create in your ad.

cerned. If your ad has not been 
successful, the reason for your 
inability to get response might 
have been caused by a number 
of different factors. For example, 
the ad was too small; the price 
was high or low in comparison 
with the market. Buyers are 
hesitant to buy coins when the 
price is extremely low. Another 
factor might be that the ad ap- 





peared in a more remote part 


of the paper, or the ad didn’t 
appear often enough. Prospec- 
tive buyers and sellers generally 
will have faith in an individual 
or business with consistent ad- 
 vertising. Buyers realize the 
_ large amount of money spent on 
weekly advertisements, , and to 
pay for such a large ad, the 
business must be constantly re- 
alizing a profit, and thus pleas- 
ing its customers. Also,a firm 
that advertises frequently estab- 
lishes a reputation that can spell 
success. 

What per cent of the selling 
price is spent on advertising? 
Well this varies sharply, but in 
most cases it is about ten per- 
cent of the selling price. If an 

advertisement cost five hundred 
dollars, you should do at least 
_ five thousand dollars worth of 
business. This ten percent figure 

is only a guide. Actual percent- 
age figures can run from one to 
twenty-five percent. The greater 
the volumn of business you can 
your advertisement, the

Paper Currency 

In. May 1927, after 18 years 
of study and investigation, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon ap- 
proved plans and design for new 
paper currency. ‘Lincoln’s like. 
ness was chosen from the $5 de- 
nomination, ‘“‘because he follow- 
ed Washington in the rank of 
American heroes, it seemed logi- 
Cal that (Lincoln’s) likeness should 
appear on the denomination hav- 
ing the second largest circula- 
tion.” 

In an amusing anecdote relating 
Lincoln’s feelings about the motto 
IN GOD WE TRUST on currency, 
the late President is quoted as 
Saying: ‘“‘if you are going to put 
a motto on the greenbacks, I 
would suggest that of Peter and 
John: ‘Silver and gold we have 
not, but what we have we’ll give 
you’.”’ (Acccrding to Ward Hill 
Lamon’s ‘Recollections of Abra- 
ham Lincoln,” 1847-1865.) 

Lincoln Cents for the Collector 

The issue has become all but 
academic whether a beginner col- 
lector can expect to complete 
what was once considered the 
elementary and basic attribute of 
a neophyte collector: an album 
of Lincoln cents. 

Rapidly rising prices, coupled 
with the expectation of consider- 
ably higher premiums in the fu- 
ture, make the outlook for the 
beginner rather bleak; his ability 
to complete a Lincoln album is 
no longer based on the arduous 
task of patient search through 
thousands of pennies, but rather 


on his financial power, notably _ 
lacking with beginners in gen- 
eral if and only if he wishes unc. — 
coins exclusively, and will not 


accept a lower grade. 

The vertiginous price heights 
reached by issues such as the 
1909-S, V.D.B., 1914-D, 1922-D 
without D, 1931-S, of more recent 
vintage the 1955 doubled die ob- 
verse, and the final contrivance, 
1960 small date, suggest the nec- 
essity for a drastic reappraisal 
of Lincoln cents as a complete 
collection. 

It is likely to see the coin re- 
tained in the future as a ‘“‘type”’ 
by beginners. More advanced coi- 
lectors have already begun to in- 
vestigate the possibility of com- 
pleting Lincoln cents in proof con- 
dition, for all the years issued 
— the latter form of collecting 
is also gaining widespread ac- 
ceptance for other denominations. 

In essence, however, it is only 
fair to stress that desirable and 
scarce Lincoln cents in spite of 
considerable premiums today are 
likely to witness substantial price 
increases during the next decade, 
no matter how distressing this 
fact may seem to the newcomer.
